DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -20, 33, and 34 are allowed . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest using at least one evaporation source to provide oxide 
compounds (e.g. YSZ) and a carbide compound comprising carbon and a metal (e.g. 
YbC2, NdC2, LaC2), evaporating the source in the presence of oxygen to dissociate the 
metal from the carbide compound, oxidize the metal, and produce a vapor cloud that 
condenses on the surface to form a ceramic coating (e.g. thermal barrier coating) 
comprising oxide compounds (e.g. YSZ), the oxide of the metal dissociated from the 
carbide compound (e.g. Yb203, Nd203, La203), and at least one of elemental carbon, 
a carbon-containing gas, and precipitates of the carbide compound. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
